THE-AMERICAN NOVELIST— 
FRANK _ NORRIS — HIS 
WORK AND UNTIMELY 
DEATH—BOOTH TARKING-

Last week I wrote of some 


American authors and promised 
to tell of one who ako pte - 
being the long expected writer o 
the us romance that should be 
characteristic of the soil. I refer- 
red to Frank Norris. The first of 
his writings which I saw was a 
novel. called the Octopus which 
was forwarded to me by the Can- 
adian publishing firm of Morang’s. 


I supposed it was the ordinary new 


book sent along for review and ‘ 
didn’t look at it for some time. 
When I eventually picked it up in- 
tending to skim through its pages 

was at once arrested by the 
strength of the descriptions and 
the obvious power of the (writer. | 
had never heard of Frahk Norris 
but despite the fact that the 
book bore unmistakable signs 
of youth and immaturity, it. dis- 
played great promise. Indeed 
some parts of it approximated 
genius.

It was.a California story but 
the California of a different epoch 
from that written about by Bret 
Harte. The Octupus was a rail- 
way corporation, which had im- 
mense land grants in the San Jac- 
quoin valley. great many 
American settlers had been _ in- 
duced to go in and engage in the 
raising of wheat upon a_ vast 


scale, upon the understanding that’ 


the land was to be sold to them 
at a nominal figure. These set- 
tlers became very successful and 
prosperous; and when, as a result 
of their operations, the land _in- 
creased tremendously in value, 
the railway company refused to 
carry out its bargain and _ pro- 
ceeded, by force, to dispossess 
the farmers who had _ cultivated 
great areas in grain and invested 
large sums of money. The story 
tells of the bitter fight waged be- 
tween the settlers and the railway 
company; it brings in many char- 
acters, characteristic of the coun- 
try, and the times and gives a re- 
markable portrayal of ifornia 
life. Some of the character 
drawing, and the descriptions 
amount almost to genius, al- 
though at times there is diffuse- 
ness that perhaps is a detriment to 
the book as a whole.

In reviewing the Octopus in the 
daily paper which, for my sins, | 
was at that time editing, | am 
afraid that I allowed my own 


rather youthful enthusiasm to run 


away with me. I hailed Frank 
Norris as the ‘great American 
novelist, who had at last ap- 
peared. | said that he had the at- 
mosphere of the country perfect- 
ly; that he had fine poetic im- 
agination; the real dramatic in- 
stinct; a splendid gift of expres- 
sion; and a style that was both 
peculiar to himself and exceed- 
ingly effective. His description of 
the splendid, tall, deep-breasted 
woman who was the wife of An- 
nixter, was as realistic as if it had 
been penned by Zola, the great 
master of French realism, but it 
had none of Zola’s nastiness. | 
also said that he had an effective 
trick of repetition that could only 
have been borrowed ‘from the 
Greek dramatists, 
ah ee ee ee 

I subsequently learned from 
Bernard McEvoy, who was at 
that time connected with Mor- 
ang's, Something of the history of 
Frank Norris. e was then quite 
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young. He had been educated at 
one of the eastern American uni- 


versities, where he had made a 
special study of the Greek drama. 
e had done some cub reporting 
on an eastern newspaper and 
from that work had graduated te 
a position on a San Francince 
daily and while there had pre- 
duced one or two books that 
were beginning to attract wide- 
spread attention. . | think his first 
work was a story called ‘Moran 
of: the Lady Letty,” which was 
written for a ‘Frisco daily paper. 
This was followed by ‘An extra- 
ordinarily powerful tale ealled 
“McTeague,” which dealt with 

the lives of rather humble p 
who abode in the city of the Gold- 
en Gate. To my mind “Me- 
T ce” is one of the most gy 
erful books ever published im 
America. The man who wrote 
had he lived, was destined te be- 
come a great author. Absorbing 
as the “Octopus” is, “McTeague” 
is infinitely superior. 
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* * * * 


The Octopus at once brought 
money and fame-to Norris and 
produced another novel, a sort of 
sequel to it called ““The Pit.” His 
idea was to write a triology of 
books following the history of the 
wheat from its place of production 
on the American plains to 
great markets of Minnea- 
polis and Chicago, and then 
to” weave the last of the series 
about its demand and consump- 
tion in the congested regions of 
Europe. The Octopus dealt with 
the growing of the wheat; the Pit, 
which te my mind was rather dis- 
appointing, possibly because th 
author was on unfamiliar gro 
described the trafficking and trad- 
ing in the grain in Chicago, amd 
the last of the series was to deal 
with its European destination. 
ce ee ye ee fe 

The third of the books was, 
however, never written. About 
1903 the career of Norris was 
cut short by a fatal attack of 
pneumonia and the most promis- 
ing American man of letters, since 
Edgar Allan Poe, died in the 
prime of his youth. 
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So far,“no one has risem te 
take his place. Perhaps the twe 
most prominent American nove- 
lists of today are Winston Church- 
ill and, Booth Tarkington... Wim- 
ston Churchill belongs to a 
branch of the English Ducal fam- 
ily of Churchill, but his ancestors 
lived long in America. His first 
novel of any prominence was 
Richard Carvell and it achieved 
wide popularity. It déalt with the 
early English settlements on the 

ames River in Maryland and 
ad a fine old colonial atmos- 
here. It was very interesting, 
ut was by no means a_ great 
novel. It bore a singular re- 
semblance both in “‘motiff” and 
treatment to Thackeray's ‘Vir- 
ginians,"’ and suffered by the com- 
parison. Churchill’s ‘“‘Crisis’’, 
dealing with life in old St. Louis 
at the time of the Civil War, was 
his nearest approximation to 
greatness, but in it the author was 
tqo obviously a special ~ pleader 
and the book suffered seriously 
from the American fault of par- 
tizanship. ‘In it the Uriah Heap 
of Charles Dickens was brought 
to life again, in an American guise 
and under an American name.

The work which the western 
mounted regiments did in’ South 
Africa was beyond praise. The in- 
fluence of the N.W.M.P. was ap- 
parent in their efficiency and dis- 
eipline. Strathcona’s Horse and 
the first C.M.R's. were particu- 
larly noted for their work. When 
a patrol or detachment of west- 
ern Canadians under the mounted 
police officer, went out on scout- 
ing work there wds a_ scramble 
amongst the young Imperial offi- 
cers to accompany them so that 
they might have the advantage of 
studying real frontier methods. 
An officer of experience once said 
that when a British Yeomanry 
regiment were ordered to drive 
the Boers from a position they ad- 
vanced straight.up the hill against 
Son: and try often shot down 

y the enemy lying in security 
behind stones, rocks or cutbanks. 
lf the men of a Western Canadian 
command received a similar ord- 
er, they would, as likely as not 
ride straight away from the posi- 
tion, but it was pretty safe bet- 
ting that the order would be ca» 
ried out to the letter, and it would 
not be long until the enemy were 
driven from the position, The 
Western Canadians did not ex- 
pose their lives needlessly, but 
when the occasion arose they 
were the bravest of the brave. 


A rather unfortunate incident 
occurred in connection with the 
first C.M.R's. which at the time 
was supposed to have some polit- 
ical significance, and which arous- 
ed a good deal of discussion 
throughout’ Western Canada. Lt. 
Colonel Herchmer, commissioner 
ef the North West Mounted 
Police, had organized the first 
C.M.R’s., and as we stated be- 
fore a better body of men, or bet- 
ter equipped, ever went to war in 
any country. Colonel Herchmer, 


for a number of years had been: 


a police commissioner, and _ al- 
though it was,alleged that he had 
some infirmities of temper, he 
was a splendid organizer and had 
brought the police to a very high 
state of efficiency. He left for 
South Africa in command of the 
regiment. The work of drganiz- 
ing the C.M.R's. had been very 
_wheavy, involving great responsi- 
“bility and he had recently suffered 
a severe domestic bereavement in 
the death of his wife. On the 
arrival of the regiment in Cape- 
town, he was found to be quite 
seriously ill and to ‘his great dis- 
appointment was ordered into 
hospital while his command pro- 
ceeded up country. He soon be- 
gan to recuperate, however, and 
like the war horse of - scripture, 
scenting the battle from afar, he 
"was eagerto engagé in it. I am 
not sure whether or not he re- 
ceived a medical discharge at 
Capetown, at any rate he pro- 
ceeded to the front and took 
command of his men. On re- 
porting to General Hutton, who 
was in command of the brigade, 
and who had had charge of the 
Canadian militia before the war, 
where he had had some difficulty 
with the authorities, he was told 
that he was medically unfit for 
duty and was guilty of insubor- 
dination. Anybody knowing the 
high spirit of Colonel Herchmer 
could easily imagine that, soldier 
as he was, such an assertion would 
greatly irritate him.

A Disappointed Man

A Brave Exploit 


During the South African war, 
the Victoria Cross, that most cov- 
eted of British decorations, was 
won by Sergeant i 
ardson of the N. W. M. P., who 
followed the fortunes of Strath- 
cona’s Horse. The incident was 
as follows: 

About forty troopers of Strath- 
cona’s Horse came in contact with 
a large body of Boers in a Trans- 
vaal village. The little body of 
Canadians were ringed with lead- 
en hail. The order was given to 
mount and retire. One trooper, 
however, and his horse were shot 
idown, and left on the ground. 
Anyone going to succor him would 


be. courting death. The Boers 
were only 300 yards away and 
were all’ marksmen, Sergeant 


Richardson did not not hesitate a 
minute. He wheeled his horse and 
galloped through the zone of fire, 
icked up the wounded man and 
ent him away to safety. 


Colonel Sanders 


Colonel’ Sanders; who was, at 
one time, in command of the de- 
pot division of the police at Re- 
gina, and who is now police magis- 
trate for thecity of Calgary, great- 
ly distinguished himself. e ex:

News from England indicates that the ancient country of 
Egypt is to have its independence. : y 

Egpyt is one of the most interesting countries of the world. 
It has a civilization and history that goes back to the time when 
the earth was shrouded in the clouds of antiquity. Art, the 
science of government, and agriculture, flourished on the banks 
ef the Nile when Europe was inhabited by savage and barbaric 
tribes. Modern science has not yet been able to solve the puzzle 
ef the erection of the pyrimide—those gigantic and enduring 
monuments which the ancient Egyptians reared as sepulchres to 
their kings. Wheat was grown in the Nile Delta when the sons 
ef Jacob were nomads of the wilderness, and the city of Alex- 
andria was a metropolis in times so long gone by as to be almost 
mythical. 

The modern history of Egypt may be said to have -com- 
menced with the invasion of that country by Napoleon and the 
Battle of the Pyramids. ; 

Egypt owed suzeranity to Turkey, and although there were 

revolts Great Britain generally supported the authority 
ef Turkey. The Sultan of Turkey has been for generations re- 
beige as the head of the Mohammedan religion and apart froni 

causes which led Great Britain and France to support Turkey 
at the time of the Crimean war, it was considered good policy 
by Britain, with its millions of Mohammedan subjects in India, 
te be considered as a supporter of the succéssor of Mahornet. 

Ever since the days: of Napaleon, France had..exercised 
some influence in Egyptian affairs. Indeed, at one time there 


. was dual control by France and England of Egypt.

In 1856 Said Pasha, who governed Egypt, was much under 


French influence and he was induced to grant to Ferdinand De: 


Lessaps a concession for the construction of the Suez Canal. 

Britain looked upon this concession with suspicion, and Lord 
Palmerston, the Prime Minister of the day, prevented it being 
ratified by Turkey for over two years. 

Before the construction of the Suez Canal there was no 
direct water communication between the Mediterranean and the 
Red Sea, but at various times a precarious communication ex- 
isted by way of the river Nile. me“of the ancient Pharoahs 
built a:canal joining the Nile and the Red Sea, and there was 
evidence that such a canal existed more than 1300 years before 

rist. : 

_ Napoleon, when in Egypt in 1798, ordered the isthmus of 
the Suez to be surveyed as a preliminary to the digging of the 
eanal, but nothing further was then done. : 

This project was successfully accomplished by De Lesseps, 
and was considered, rightly, as a triumph of French engineering 
and enterprise. The British, however, regarded the device as a 
project for French interference in the East. ; ‘ 

The canal was formally opened in November, 1869, and 
the following day sixty-eight vessels of various nationalities, 
headed by a French ship which carried as a passenger the Em- 
press Eugenie, passed through the canal. The canal dues at first 
were very excessive. ste 

There is a“pcituresque story told of Lord Beaconsfield in 
ednnection with the canal. The French shareholders were not 
realising a great deal of money in the way of interest. Their 
national pride had prevented them from offering shares abroad, 
but Disraeli, with his Jewish blood, was an astute trader, and he 
found the means to obtain an offer of a large block of stock. 
asked for a large sum of 
money and declared he could not disclose the use to which it 


was to be put. Some time afterwards he announced that the™ 


British government had acquired an \nterest in the Suez Canal. 
This put Britain in posession of a sho roughfare to the East. 
There were, of course, international restrictions, but England had 
the advantage. 

In 1881-1882, there was a very strong rising in Egypt 
under Arabi Pasha against Turkish and British rule. An expe- 
ditionary force was sent to Egypt under Lord Wolseley and the 
ancient city of Alexandria was bombarded. Arabi was even- 
tually defeated at the battle of Tel-el-Kebir. ’ 

After the suppression of this insurrection the British occu- 
pation was continued, and a vigorous attempt made to develop 
agriculture and trade and to suppress slave raiding in the Sudan. 

With this end in view, General Gordon was sent to Khar- 
toum in the Sudan as an official of the Egyptian government. The 
powerful government of Beaconsfield in land 

laced by a Liberal one, of which Mr. Gladstone was the head. 
r. Gladstone was never strong in his foreign policy and al- 


though Gordon had left for Khartoum with the promise of British ° 


support, the government at home showed almost criminal negli- 
gence in responding to his appeals for assistance. At last when 
an expedition was sent up the Nile under Lord Wolseley, they 
found the country in the hands of hostile tribes, and Khartoum 
had fallen. Gordon was killed when the relief expedition was 
close at hand. Accordingly the expedition, after suffering severe 
easualties, returned down, the Nile. 

From 1885-1896 the Sudan was entirely in the hands of 
Arab tribes who sent slave caravans into the centre of Africa 
and ruled the country very much as their fathers kad done for 
thousands of years. An Arab named Abdullah, wielded des- 

otic rule over the Sudan and he concentrated a strong military 
sara’ at Omdurman, ;

The trade tra¥él and cxploration 


of the Kootenay are a romance of 
progress. The day of the fur trader 
wave way to that of the p!acer-miner. 
In passing, the placer-miner left be- 
side his trail of rocker, end sinice, 


ehaft and drill, a stil! deeper mark 
on the country and its future. He 
stayed long enough to make history. 
The Toaa Mines, near Nelson, dis- 
covered in 1888, saw a great stam- 
pede, The discovery of the Silver 
King Mine, about 1887 by Hal! Bro- 
thers, and its development, was the 
begivpniug of Nelson, and following 
the arrival of the minors, a townsite 
Was ‘nid out, 

The Granite Poor Man Mine, deve- 
loped as a gold mine, was ‘irst 
worked by Lincoln Davenport in! 
1389. He bulit the first stamp mill 
aud the whole was in operetion 
about 25 years and produced an im-

Gibson," twelve miles north of Nel- 
sou, a silver lead mine Was developed 
on a large scale and is owned and 
operated by a Trail enterprise, The 
“Ainsworth,” on the main Kootenay 
Lake, 28 miles north of Nelson, is 
one of the first developed mining 
camps, dating back to 1885 and open- 
ed by Mr, Ainsworth, This is a free 
silver mining district and has na- 
tural hot springs. A visit to the 
Board of Trade rooms in Nelson is of 


interest. Typical! of the district, at- 
tractive ore exhibit cases ‘ine the 
walls and tell of the local min- 
eral riches, There. are specimens 
from Bilocan City, ¥Ymir, Lardeau 
Booadary, Gheap Creek, Fort Stecle, 
East (ootenay, and there are smelter 
products frcm Trail. Fort 5 e is 
of historica! interest. as ene of the 
oldest towza’th Tie province. Old- 


timers even claim that it pul Pritish 


Columbia on the map. It was named 
after the late Major-General Bir 
Samuel Steele, who commanded the 
North West Mounted Police in Weste 
ern Canada for many years. A de 
tachment of Mounted Police was 
stationed there in the early days and 
the barracks sti remain, In 1864, 
it was the scene of one of the most 
phenomenal gold rushes in history 
and, in less than two years, many 
miliions of gold were taken out of 
Wild Horse Creek, Many big game 
parties outfit there before proceed.
